Jan. 12,—The Stenderd’s correspondent 
at Frere states that prior to Saturday’s 
battle President Krugor sent « communica- 
tion to the Boor heudquartors: asking why 
Ladysmith had not been attacked. He 
was told that it would involve a-sacrifice, 
whorenpon the President replied, * Put the 
Freo Staters in the forefront of the battle.’ 

The Free Staters stuck to their positions 
until they were bayoneted in a ditch. The 
Transvaalers had to face a counter attack 
by tho British ; but retired amidst the jeers 
of the Free Staters, 

All the available forces of the ‘enemy 
which wero stationed ot the Tugela River 
to oppose the advance of General Buller on 
Ladysmith were brought to Ladysmith on 
Suturday Inst to take part in the battle, 

The enemy outnumbered the British. In 
the fighting in sume of the trenches there 
wero five Buers to ono Englishman. 

The stendfastness of the British soldiers 
proved the salvation of Ladysmith, the 
enemy not being allowed to cbtain‘a, foot- 
hold in the town. . =
